All of them were gra- 
dJuated between the years 1918 and 
1925. They constitute 19% of the 
alumni of those years who have re- 
turned questionnaires in the Religious 
Survey. What is distinctive of them 
is that they courted non-Catholic girls. 
Their romances are close enough to us 
to be of great interest.

“These fifty boys married these fifty 
girls. ..Twenty-one of the marriages 
were what we call mixed marriages, 
that is, the bride was a non-Catholic 
at the time of marriage. The other 
twenty-nine married converts—their 
brides came into the Church before 
marriage or at the time of marriage. 


” 

“Three of the brides have become 
Catholic since marriage. That leaves 
eighteen mixed marriages for investi- 
gation. (And before we leave the 


‘matter we should say that it is quite 


likely that these eighteen told some 
priest before marriage that the girl 
would certainly come into the Church 
after marriage.)
